THE WAR. 


THERE are not wanting indications 
that the chief interest in the war 
will again be directed towards Man- 
churia’ before the long-expected 
engagement between the opposing. 
fleets occurs at sea, It was men- 
tioned in this column a week ago 
that there was reason to believe that 
land operations would be resumed 
in earnest about the middle of the 
month, and that they might then be 
expected to move swiftly. The 
announcement was made with some 
confidence, since it is certain that 
Marshal Oyama has the forces he 
desires at command, while it is al- 
most equally certain that General 
Linievitch has not, nor cannot for 
some months yet, make the 
wastage after Mukden. The small 
counter-attacks, in which successes 
were claimed, but which ended each 
time in the advance of the Japanese 
outposts a further stage, have led’ up 
only to the announcement that pre- 
parations are being made to remove 
the hospital base from Harbin 


302/to the t:ans-Baikal province, and 


tbat the evacuation of the great 
junction city is contemplated. 








the withdrawal of the hospitals is, 
no doubt, merely a preliminary action 





of precaution, and General Linievitch 
will hardly abandon Harbin unti! the 
Jagt chance of holding it has dis- 
appeared, for with the fall of the city 
on the Sungari, the fate of Viadivo- 
stock would be virtually sealed.

It is now exactly a month since 
Admiral Rozhdiestvensky steamed 
through the Straits of Malacca and 
forced himself, an unwelcome guest, 
on the authorities of Indo-China, 
‘An unwelcome guest he must still be 
considered, for it is impossible to 





doubt the explicit statements, made 
again aod again from Paris, that 
every effort is being put forth to 
ensure that the Russian fleet shall 
not make use of the coast: Yet it 
cannot be overlooked that the Rus- 
sians had already been snugly in 
occupation of Camranh bay for about 
a week before their presence was 
made’ known, and the prolonga- 
tion of the negotiations, before they 
were finally asked to’ leave, gave 
them several days’ grace more, Since 
then, solemn pledges notwithstand- 
ing, Admiral Rozhdiestvensky has 
been dodging about from one French 
port to another, openly setting at 
naught the protests and declarations ~ 
of the French ally, cepeating, in 
fact, in Indo-China the evasive 
policy which was applied so  per- 
sistently to the promises in respect 
of the evacuation of Manchuria before 
the war. That neither he nor his 
Government intend to give up the 
use of these harbours until they are 
positively compelled to do so by 
threat of main foree, is evident from 
the statement made by the Foreign 
Minister at St. Petersburg to Reuter’s 
correspondent, that the people of 
Russia will consider it an unfriendly 
act if France changes her easy-going 
neutrality rules at the instance of 
England and Japan. There is, how- 
ever, at length a very noticeable 
activity on the part of the French 
fleet in these waters, which it is to 
be hoped will have the desired effect 
and relieve the uneomfortable ten- 
sion, Japanese feeling naturally 
runs high in the matter, and public 
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opinion has also been worked up to 
a high pitéh of resentment both in 
England and America, The farce 
cannot be terried on indefivitely. 

‘Another‘element, which has come 
into the situation this week again is 
the small squadron at Viadivo~ 
stock. ‘The vessels have signalised 
their reappeerance on the high 
seas by capturing and destroying, 
with a vindictiveness which seems 
atmost ‘incredible, the tiny sail- 
ing-vessel Yawata Maru That 
the commanders of the four torpedo- 
boats should think it worth while to 
pour dil over a craft of ‘under 200 
tons, in order to make sure of her 
destruction by fire, before shelling 
her, shows to what measures of panic 
the Russians are reduced. In the 
whole record of the war nothing more 
contemptible has been noted, and it 
does not inspire much confidence in 
the courage the perpetrators of such 
acts are likely to show, when they fall 
in with an enemy’s ship, which his 
the means of self-defence, and possi- 
ble retaliation, aboard.

SCHILLER IN 
__ENGLISH. 


8th May. 
‘TueRE are some things which we 
are taught by Shakespeare to deem 
“ wasteful acd ridiculous excess.” As 
for example, 
‘To gild refined gold, to paint the lily, 
‘To throw a perfume on the violet, 
To smooth the ice, or add another 
hue 
Unto the rainbow, 
and, had our great dramatist been 
subsequent to, insteadof earlier than, 
his great brother dramatist and poet, 
there might have been added, “or 
to advise a German to read Schiller.” 
‘This, therefore, we shall not attempt, 
having neither time nor space to 
waste upon the unnecessary, To 
Englishmen, also, who are readers of 
German, there will be little need to 
recommend the study of the man, 
who next to Goethe stands at the 
head of German literature. But the 
vast mass of Englishmen, unfortun- 
ately, are not students of the Teutonic 
tongue, and hence a few lines of 
advice’ may not be thrown away. 
For Schiller may be read in Englis 
which commends itself to crowd and 
critic alike. Of the “Robbers,” 
Bulwer says: “itisa strange, rugged, 
fiery, melodrame, which ' seemed 
destined to announce and to animate 
the revolution of a world.” It was 
no wonder that Schiller got into 
trouble with his ducal patron for 
writing it, A single extzact will 
suffice to show the revolutionary 
doctrines scattered through it, 
Spiegelberg, one of the banditti, says 
to his companions, “Choice? You 
have nochoice. Do you want tolie 
rotting in a debtor's jail and beat 
hemp till you are bailed by the lasb 
trumpet ? Would you toil with pick- 
axe and spade for a morsel of dry 
bread; or earn a pitiful alms b; 
singing doleful ditties under people's 
windows; or will you be sworn at 
the drum-head—and then comes 
the question, whether anybody would 
trust your hang-dog visages—and so 
under the splenetic humour of some 
despot sergeant serve your time of 
purgatory in advance? Would you 
like to run the gauntlet to the beat 
of the drum; or be doomed to 
drag after you like a galley slave, the 
whole ironstore of Vulcan? Behold 
your choice!” ; 
A writer publishing this in Russia 
to-day would not create. more per- 
turbation than did Schiller in the 
Wurtemberg of his time. But for 
the moment, the chief Shanghai 
interest in Schiller lies in the cele- 
bration of his centenary, and the 
parts selected for representation on 
that oceasion are taken from the first 
two sections of the great trilogy 
which deals with the fall of Wallen- 








stein. To those therefore we turn. 
The “Camp of Wallenstein,” tran- 
slated by Churchill, introduces the 
English reader to a picture of German 
‘Camp life more vivid than anything 
else of the kind that he can probably 
call to mind.. Conscript morality 
and camp law ran through every 
‘scene of it. The tremendous power 
of the great General is seen in the 
opinions of his men. Their unrea- 
soning belief in his star, their awe 
at his supposed supernatural power, 
all serve for that skilful foreshadow- 


ing of Wallenstein which the “Camp” | pass 


was intended to give.

“The Piccolomini.” Our translation 
is by Coleridge, and carries forward 
the great idea one stage further. As 
in the Camp we meet the common 
soldier, learn hie thoughts, and see 
into his soul, so in the Piccolomini 
are laid bare the springs of action in 
the minds and hearts of the higher 
officers. Political intrigue, astrolog- 
ical “science,” plot, and counterplob 
follow each other through the play, 
but towards the close there is relief 
in the love of Max Piecolomini for the 
great Duke's daughter, the charming 
‘Thekla.

We’ know nothing outside Shakes- 
peare or Goethe to surpass in 
grandeur the presentation of the 
complicated situation which arises 
when Wallenstein has thrown off his 
allegiance to the Empero: and at- 
tempts to carry his army with him. 
He had not quite made up his mind 
to take the fatal step which would 
render him a rebel and a traitor. 
But the step was taken for him by 
‘one of his subordinates, and then no 
choice was left. His soliloquy, even 
in its English wording is one of the 
finest things in this grand concep- 
tion. “Is it possible?” asks the 
General of himself. 
“Is it 602 Ican no longer what I 
would ? aaa 
draw back at my liking ? I 
Must do the dood because I thought 
of it?

COTTON MILLS OF 
CHINA. 


9th May. 

Mr. J. W. Jamieson’s report on 
the Cotton Mills of China is hard], 
a cheerful document. While it would, 
perhaps, be rash to say that cotton 
mills in China have been a total 
failure there is no doubt that they 
have not come up to the expectations 
of their promoters, The report opens 
with a resumé of this industry, from 
which it appears that the initial 
experiment on modern lines was 
made in 1891 by « semi-official 
Chinese syndicate, among the ori- 
inators of which was said to be 
i Hung-chang, then Superintendent 
of Northern trade. ie Chinese 
Cotton Cloth Mill and the Chinese 
Cotton Spinning Company claimed 
for itself a quasi-monopoly, and it 
was not until 1895, after the 
Treaty of Shimonoseki that foreign 
euterprise entered the field. The 
pioneee mill mentioned above, which 
ad been burnt down in 1893, was 
by this time rebuilt and it and other 
Chinese mills were together working 
some 120,000 spindles and 850 looms. 
Ta 1904 there were seventeen mills 
in China and Hongkong spinoing 
yarn and weaving cloth by steam- 
driven machinery. Space forbids 
our following the history of these 
mills from the dates on which they 
opened. Prosperity seems to have 
eluded nearly all of them. The Ta 
Sheng Cotton Spinning Company 
met with a certain amount of success, 
sufficient to warrant it in importing 
in 1902 24,000 spindles. These, 
however, eould not be used by the 
original’ purcbasers, and it is now 
roposed to start a branch mill on 
b‘ung-ming Island, The Tung Hui- 
‘Cotton Spinning Company of 
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Hsiaoshan (Shaoshing prefecture) is 
said to have done very well. 

While no complete statistics are 
available Mr. Jamieson estimates 
that the total output of the seventeen 
mills amounted, in 1903,10 93,000,000 
Ibs. of yarn, Ample supplies of cheap 
and good yarn have, he says, relieved 
the “Semele population from the 
necessity of spinning, and therefore 
it stands to reason that their capa- 
city for producing cloth bas larze'y 
increased. Home-woven cloth, 100, 
has been found more durable ard 
absorbs the native dyes better than 
machine-woven material. ‘Lhat the 
native cloth industry is exceeding'y 
large.may be seen by the fact that 
a Customs official; at Shasi has 
estignat d the export from that centre 
as 19,995,000 Ibs, per annum. At 
Chungking three Chinese firms 
weave an iniitation of grey shirting 
from British yarn whici is said to 
sell readily. 

The comparative failure of the 
cotton spinning indiustry in Chria 
seems hard to account for, when i 
noted that China has excep! 
advantages for carrying it on. Cotton 
grows at the doors of her mills and 
yet enormous quantitics are actually 
exported to Europe and Japan, in 
many cases to return as yarn. ‘lhe 
exports of raw cotton in 1903-4 alone 
amounted to, 1,111,525 ewt. 

Mr. Jamieson attributes the failure 
of Chinese cotton mills to their 
ability to obtain supplies of m 
cotton at reasonable prices; the dis- 
honest practice of adulterating cotton 
with water; lack of experience; and 
ill-advised competition at the begin- 
ning to secure competent labour. 
With regard to the first he say: 
“ When local mills cannot obtain a 
sufficiency of native cotton, they ure 
forced, in self defence, to procure 
supplies from India, and the anomsly 
is presented of a vast cotton-grow- 
ing country being an importer of 
cotton from abroad, diverting her 
own mills from the purposes 
for which they were started and 
lowering the quality of the yarns 
produced.” These imports reached 
their highest in 1899 with 331,390 
ewts. In 1903, 70,834 cwts. were 
imported, a gra'ifyiug decrease which 
gives hopes of better times to come. 
Of the working hands Mr, Jamieson 
says: “Considering the class from 
which they are drawn, the hands 
display great’ intelligence, and with 
practice acquire remarkable dex- 
terity.” In Shanghai the work is 
mostly done by females; in the 
country boys are employed. 

It is somewhat difficult to 
make an accurate comparison in 
the prices of Chines, Indian, 
and Japanese yarns, Assuming the 
price of 16’s to be Tls. 2 above 14’s

Me Jamieson thinks that the 
methods in force in foreign mills 
must result in the outturn of a 
superior article and the maintenance 
of a higher state of efficiency in the 
pl.ut, Whilst miils in the country 
are more advantageously situated 
than those in Shanghai, there is an 
absence of provision for insurance or 
depreciation which must tell in the 
long run, and moreover the native 
managers declare dividends when the 
cautious European would never dream 
ofdoing so. Mr. Jamieson concludes 
his report by saying :—“ Until year 
ofcheap cotton and abnormal profit 
sball have enabled the foreign mills 
to shake off their present incubus of 
debt there is, however, little hope 
for them of any amelioration of 
existing conditions.”

Iris a wise instinct of the Chinese 
people to ho'd firmly by what they 
bave received from the past, in 
which their naional life and in- 
stitutions are rooted. Every race, 
every people, must of course have 
ancient roots, though their due 
culture will not of necessity prevent 
the appearance of new shoots, per- 
haps of species apparen'ly “quite 
different from the old. This may 
be done by mixing stocks, as ingraft- 
ing, of which’ the rising Japanese 
Empire will perhaps remain the 
world’s classic example. If a mass 
meeting were possible of some of 
those who in their lifetimes were 
leaders, for examp'e, in the evolution 
of the British Empiro, and especially 
ifa select Cabinet were summoned 
from among them to give their views 
as to what should be done under the 
conditions of to-day, if we had to 
wait for a majority vote of this sort, 
it is safe to say that the wheels of 
government would altogether cease 
to revolve. In China, where the 
face of its greatest sage was 
aniformly to the past and his back 
to the future, this is far more true 
than elsewhere. In epite of their 
irrepressble habit of adopting 
nephews to continue “direct des- 
cent,” old Chinese families happily 





run out, the sons and grandsons of 
reat leaders by a happy stroke of 
riental wisdom which the Occident 
might find it advantageous to 
imitate, inherit the ancestral rank 
in @ diminyendo scale, until it be- 








comes extinct.. “Three generations 
from shirt-sleeves to shirt-sleeves” 
represents a truth for China as for 
the West—Yao and Shun, Cheng 
and T‘ang, Wen Wang and Wu Wang, 
are names in the Chinese “Hall of 
Fame,” and to all but a select circle 
of studenis they are nothing more. 
To this extinctioa of the past, 
there is, however, one conspicuous 
exception. By slow and dignified 
evolution, as becomes a land with 
endless historic ages at its disposal, 
the family of the greatest of Chinese 
sages has been permanently ennobled, 
the only case of the sort in the 
Empire. The old home was m the 
state of Lu, not far from Mt, T’ai 
(“the Great”), the oldest historical 
mountain in the world, Even the 
hill where Confucius was born is 
pointed out, with a shrine to mark 
the spot. The ancient State of Lu 
was extinguished in the dr.stic 1m- 
provement of that Chia Shih-kuang, 
who aspired to be “The First Em- 
peror,” and who, despite his burning 
of nearly all the ancient literature, 
and his premature burial (ulive) of 
several hundred Chinese scholars, 
first grasped the conception of a 
unil China, and carried it into 
effect. In time the States of Lu and 
Chi, Chu, and Teng were all merged 
in the modern “East of the Moun- 
tains”—Shantung. But the burial 
place of Confucius remaine', and 
what is much more, his family, its 
representative being now a duke, 
and holding a position unique among 
the nobles of the earth. ‘Iwo thou- 
eand three hundred and eighty-four 
years after his ancestor passed away, 
his grandson of the seventy-sixth 
generation occupies the ducal palace, 
enjoys the ample landed revenues, 
and wields a species of despotic rule 
over the clan of K‘ung wherever 
they may be dispersed, if only their 
genealogies are recorded in the huge 
family register. By paying a trifling 
fee any certified member of this im- 
mers2 and most ancient of earth’s 
tribes, may find a resting place in the 
densely populated cemetery three 
miles square, where as in an inner 
“Forbidden Oity,” repase the ashes 
of the great Confucius, his son, and his 
distinguished grandson Tzu Ssu, who 
wrote (or compiled) the “Great 
Learning” which lies at the founda- 
tion of all Chinese education. The 
prerent duke is a young man, not 
much above thirty years of age, has 
fair scho'arship, and does not smoke 
opium, o8 so many of the Kung 
f.mily do. What does this ancient- 
modern think of the unhappy times 
upon which ne, and China, and the 
ancestral graveyard have fallen? 
Now comes the ruthless German 
with florid hair, with tall frame and 
with barbarous dress and speech, in 
couples and in batches. They a-d 
their hirelings throng the inns of the 
city where the great Temple to the 
grcat Muster draws countless pilgrimg 
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from all over China, and even from 
wild lands beyond the seas, on which 
he threatened to build a raft and 
float, because his doctrines did not 
“flouri-h.” These stulwart savi 
from the Wrst bring litile flags of| 
white and red and stick them up in 
wheat-fields and near graveyards, 
It means a threatened invasion of 
the Iron Road, of the Fire-wheel cart 
of Fengshui defied, and the Excih 
Dragon routed; who knows what it 
does not mean? And His Excel- 
lency Duke K‘aug, numerically the 

VI in his line, urgently memo- 
rialises the Emperor against this 
innovation as subversive of the 
“Way of the Sages.” Is it an 
wonder that he should doso? We 
respectfully inquire of all our read-rs, 
who happen to be of a 76ch genera- 
tion in lineal descent, if under like 
circumstances they would not do the 
same ?

Mr. Foorp knew how to estimate 
at their proper value the persistent 
rumours of peace which were current 
when the April number of bi+ 
journal was published, and in his 
first note he very aptly remarks that 
the rumours lack the proper point 
of origin. “ When the announcement 
comes frum Tokio of the terms of| 
peace that Japan is disposed to offer, 
sme guess may be hazarded as to 
the probable duration of the war.” 
The Japanese are in puss-ssion «f| 
Manchuria, and “all the rest is 
detail, with a not important rela- 
tion to the posession of Vladivos- 
tock, the establishment of a new 
line of communication by way of 
Ninguta and Kirin, and the render- 
ing untenable of any further occupa- 
tion of Harbin by the Russian 
forc’s, But the men who have 
ided Russia to her rn'n are as 
flitle prepared to ndmit tha’ all 
this is within c.myaratively easy 
rasp of the Japanese, as they are to 
Giscern the portentous consequences 
of the Sangari and the Amur be- 
com'ng an open highway for the 
milita'y use of Japan. This, and 
much more, must be mide plain 
even to the dense intelligence of the 
ruling cl:ques in St. Petersburg 
before the penalty which ought to 
be exacted by the victors will be 
id.” Mr, Foord has looked rather 
r ahead, and he attaches no im- 
portance whatever to the Bu'tic Fleet, 
ou which, rather than on the Man- 
churian army, the hopes of Russia 
now finally depend. ’ 
* The second note, by an amusing 
extrict from an article which was 
pinned quite seriou-ly only twelve 





months before, illustrates the wonder- 
ful way in which the war has opened 
up to the knowledge of the world, 
the hitherto almost mysteriously un- 
known regions of Manchuria. Fullow- 
ing comes a more important para- 
graph, in which one of the slipshod 
and mischievous statements that 
are constantly being made, in 
respect of the commercial danger 
to the Uuited States from 
Japanese victory in the war, is 
answered with a little touch of im- 
patience that men who stand up to 
speak on public matters should be so 
crudely informed. “Japan will be as 
livtle able after the war as before it 
to control, in @ commercial sense, 
the development of the new order of 
things in the Far Eust. She will 
have gain'd, by enormous sacrifices, 
that equality of commercial op- 
portunity which Great Britain and 
the United States deomed equally 
desirable, but for which neither of 
them would have gnc to war. To 
that extent both are her debtors.” 

‘The journal coutains the full text 
of the letters read, and the speeches 
delivered at the luncheon given by 
the Association to Mr. W. W. Rock- 
hill, the newly-appointed Minister to 
Peking. There will be entire 
concurrence on this side of the 
Pacific in Mr. Foord’s de-cription of 
the appointment as “an ideal one.” 
It is significant that “the tribnte of 
the Japanese Minist -r to Mr. Rock- 
hill. wax even more emphatic than 
thet pail by the President of the 
Association, and the Chinese Min- 
is er testified without reserve to the 
confidence of the Chinese officials 
which Mr. Rockhill had already won 
by the wonderful tact and strict 
fairness which he displayed in carry- 
ing out the policy of the Government 
in the negotiations fuilowing the 
Boxer troubles.” 

The astonishing increase in the 
value of the cotton cloths exported 
from the United S ates, mostly to 
China, is commented on in the last 
note. Last year the figures were 
$9,865,434 ‘gold for the twelve 
manths ; for two-third's only of the 
current fiscal year they amount to 
$23,966,430, and it is remarked that 
“but for this growth tens of thou- 
sands of spindles in southern mulls 
would have been either standing 
still or engaged in turning out a 
product enlculxted to, increase the 
destructve competition for the pos- 
session of the home market.” The

It has been my privilege to seo the said 
viver several times, but years since it was 
most barren of any water craft, On this 
occasion at the entrance to the Grand 
Canal on its northern bank, I watched the 
boats go by.

that stream five or ten years ago. 

‘This increase in boating traffic, suggests 
groat possibilities for the Chinese, if they 
will but spend something to put in order 
and keep open to the public the Grand 
Canal between the Yellow River and this 
city. The towns along the bank of the 
canal bave been running down for many 
decades, due to the uncertain appearance 
of the grain fleet from the south, and in 
these last years, its total disappearance. 
Tho waterways of Chia have Tong been 
ity cheapest roads, and even now in Europe 
and America the canal maintains itself in 
competition with the railroad. 

The report in Chihli province is that 
‘Yuan Shib-k'ai is trying to borrow money 























by issuing bonds. The sum stated seems 
small—480,000 taels. Po sibly it is intend- 
ed:to make a beginning in this way, and 
then go on to something higher. 

‘The loan is certainly peculiar in the rate 
of interest which it is to pay. The first 
year is for 7 per cent, the next for 8 
Per cent, and increases one per cent each 
year until the last, when the holder 
of the ‘bonds is ‘promised 12 per cont, 
The buyer is assured that st. the end of 
six ye rm, the provincial government will 
most assuredly pay the bonds in full. 

The officials are acting after their kind 
in raising the money. A feast to which 
the influential men of one district were 
invited was the entering wedge in one case. 
The D.M. proposed a tax of 100 cash on 
each mow, to which. the tax-payers aro 
sure to raise objections as the present tax 
is usually less than half that sum. 
another, it was urged upon the richer firms 
and individuals in the district that they 
mast take these bonds whether or no, that 
the money was to be used for keeping up 
a military force, and that they had nothi 
to fear as the Viceroy could not possibly 
ent his promises, ‘To all which the reply 
of one of the gentry to whom I presented 
the facts in pertinent ‘ Whero is this 
money to redeom these bonds to be paid?” 
‘The ordinary D.M. does not remain in 
office more than two or three years, at tho 
utmost six, so when his successor takes 
his place the expectation of the men who 
buy the bonds, will be “I did not receive 
the money when the bonds were issued, 
and Ihave received no money with which 
to redeem them. It is none of my busi- 
ness.” Tho raising funds from the people 
for government purposes when they come 
as an extra, is no easy matter.

Massoorie, and Laliore, come accounts of 
sad tragedies and narrow escapes, but 
worst of all bas been the terrible uphesval 
of the earth which ilorastaied the pretty 
little hill station of Dharmasala nt 6 ».m. 
on Tuestay, the 11th inst. ‘The disturb- 
ance appears to, have been felt all along 
the Himalayss, in the Punjaub, in} the

__ Not since the great Assam earthquake 
in the Spring of 1897 hes an appalling 

phe of the kind taken place, in 
India. The deepest sympathy will be felt 
with the families and friends of the vietims 
of the disaster, atid with those who, though’ 
they have escaped with their lives, must 
be in « sad plight amidst their ruined 
dwellings. Amongst the victims were 
three members of the civil service, Mr. 
O, W. Loxton, who had been eight years in 
the country, Mr. F. M. Levi, who had been 
four d Mr. C. A. Young—and the * 
wife and. two daughters of Col. G. H.

Dharmasala, 
‘a emall but popular hill station, lies sixteen 
miles north-east of Kangra town in the 
midst of wild and picturesque scenery. The 
town and cantonments stretch along the 
ill side, with an elevation varying from 
4,500, to 6,500 feet, and the two battalions

there. The churchyard contains a monu- 
‘ment to Lord Elgin who died there in 1863, 
The nearest town in the plains is Jalend- 
hh which it isconnected by cart road. 
‘Owing to broken telegraph lines, landslips, 
‘end the fact that the devasted towns 
lie far from any ‘railway, news filters 
in but slowly of the extent of the catas- 
trophe. The latest telegrams add largely 
to the list of killed and injured. Among 
the Gurkhas alone, no less than 221 of 
the Sepoys, their families and followers 
have been killed, thirty-nine women and 
children killed, and nearly 200 of all sorts 
and conditions injured, to say nothing 
of the officers in the station who have 
suffered severely, the number of young 
European children killed being agonising 
to contemplate. It is estimated that 
eighty per cent of the population havo 
been killed or seriously injured, while of 
the survivors many fled half-clothed and 
perished of their injuries or died of 
starvation on their way e “newrest 
railway station, which is sixty miles 
distant. 
No Provisions Available. 

No food was for some time tobe had in 
Dharmasala; the bazaar was wreoked, not 
a house in fact in the whole place was loft 
standing. The inhabitants wore mostly 
smothered in the ruins bofore they had 
time to rise from their b Several 
men, women, and children still lie buried 
in the débris. The cart road is blockeil 
for ten miles, and it will take at least 
two weeks properly to reopen communi- 
cations. The Commissioner of Lahoro, 
accompanied by doctors and nurses, and a 
train load of provisions. started for 
Dharmasala to render tance, aud 
everything that can be done by private 
‘viduals aud the Punjaub Government, 
is being pushed to completion as quickly 
as possible. The whole country around 
is entirely rained and presents a terrible 
‘aspect; everywhere the mount aro 
split, and disfigured with Inndslips and 
displaced streams, huge fissures and 
gaping chasme. 


Miraculous Escapes in Simla. 

The residents of Simlx have so far’ 
come off pretty woll, but so terrifying 
wore the two shocks felt on the 11th that 
numbers of people fexred to enter thei 
houses for the night, and slept ontsid 
the cold night air. In the Grand Hotel, 
achimney-stack crashed through three 
floors carrying with itan elderly lady, 
who, however, sustained no injury. In 
Vicoregal Lodge, the top of a chimney 
some tons in weight, broke through the 
roof snd ceiling, but was arrested by an 
empty bed. which was smashed to pioces

similar accidents occurred in several 

private houses, but no European lives 

have been lost.

A Fire at Sea, 

Passengers on the Union liner Warrimoo 
had a lucky escape from destruction last 
week. The Warrimoo had only cleared the 
Heads about a couple of hours en route to

for the vossel’s safety. Oso portion of 
the crew got the boats over and provi- 
sioned, whilst the chief officer and the 
remainder located the seat of the fire 
and brought hoses to work, the vessel's 
head in the meantime being pointed for 
the Heads. The Warrimoo euteced Puct 
Phillip again about 120 am., and 
anchored at Queenscliff when additional 
measures were taken to subdue the 
flames. The deck cargo, consisting of 
some 400 cases of benzine, had been 
promptly jettisoned, on tho first alarm of 
fire, but there was large consignment of 
Kerosene stowed in the immedisto vicinity 
of the fire. Once at anchor stages were 
run ontside and ports smashed to allow 
of extra nozzles being got to work from 








other points. The flames were eventually |! 


jeubdued and the steamer proceeded up 
to Melbourne, arriving at the piers shortly 
[before daylight. Here the fire brigade 
were awaiting to render any assistance 
necessary, but their work was limited to 
raying the cargo in the affected area 
ith carbonic acid gas. Captain Macbeth 
and his officers were heartily congratu- 
Iated by the passengers on having sue- 
cessfully brought the vessel out of a 
dangerous situation. Later in the day 














the damaged cargo was removed, and an 
inspection made by surveyors to the 
Marine Board, and after their report 
was made, the Warrimoo was allowed to 
clear again for her original destination, 
the delay only having occupied a little 
over twenty-four hours. 


The Treatment of Aborigines. 

A serious scandal has been exposed by 
the report of Dr. Roth, a coinmissioner 
appointed to inquire into the condi- 
tion of aborigines in West Australia. 
Incessant reports of cruelty to the 
blacks cropped up so frequently that 
Dr. Roth who hold the position of pro- 
tector of blacks in Queonsland was ap- 
pointed to investigate. Dr. Roth goes 
straight to the root of the matter, and 
his report is a strong indictment 
against the methods adopted by the 
Police in their treatment of the natives. 
Apparontly the

encourages constables stationed at out- 
lying points, in many cases hundreds of 
miles from’ superior officers, to arrest 

















natives on altogether trivial charges for

Roth’s report states “at present thore is 
nothing to prevent a constabl 
s many blacks as he chooses whil 
is no limit to the number of witnesses 
he is allowed to bring in to secure a con- 
viction.

An Island Cruise. 


The steamer Tagliaforro owned and om- 
ployedin thocoal tradeby aMelbourno firm, 
whose principal, Sir Malcolm McEachern, 
ia the Japanese Vice-Con ul here, has 
just returned to Sydney after a most 
interesting cruise extending over several 
months. The United States Government 
have been carrying out a surveying 
expedition in the South Pacific between 
Easter Island in the Galapagos group, 
and Mangareva, one of the Gambior 
group. The surveying vessel Albatross 

led for the work, whilst the 
waited her at fixed points for 
bunkering purposes. The Tagliaforro 
joaded coal at Westport, New Zonland, 
and proceeded direct to’ Easter Island, 
There she was detained a month wait ing 
the arrival of the Albatross. The white 
population of Easter Island numbers 
three persons, the lessee, Mr. Cooper, bi 
wife, and a foreman. The native popul 
tion’ has been vastly reduced of Ia 
years; where once it numbered 3,000, i 
is now down to 200. The island carries 
some 40,000 heads of sheep besides cattle: 
and horses. Periodically the stook ia 
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rounded up, and portion slaughtered 
for a sake of the hides and tallow, which 
finds its way to Chilisn markets. The 
islanders had not been visited for twelve 
months, and learned for the first time of 
tthe great struggle now proceeding in the 
Far East. On her voyage west to Man- 
goreva the Tagliaferro made a call at the 
isolated. Pitcairn Island, whose inhabit- 
ants were also glad to receive nows of the 
outside world,

Gray's Inn Hall looked unusually gay 
last evening, the occasion being the 








annual fies’ night” of the Hard- 
wicke Society. Only once in each year 
are members of the fair sex invited by 





this august body to join them in their 
debates, so the evoning is regarded as a 
somewhat important one, if not by the 
Society at least by those ladies who aro 
honoured with invitations. Last night the 
subject under discussion was the ;desi al 
lity or otherwise of including women on a 
jury. “In the administration of justice 
no jury is complete without women” 
was the resolution. Mr. Mortimer, who 
opened the debate, wont further than re- 
cent correspondence on the subject has 
ventured. He would have women on all 
juries, as be considers that by that means 
‘even a Yorkshire “ Welsher” might hope 
for justice, to eay nothing of an un- 
teresting looking man in breach of 
promise case, or a producer of musical 
‘comedies. Mrs. Craigie (John Oliver 
Hobbes), who, I think, if we bar actresses, 
is one of our best women speakers, dis- 
agreed from him entirely. Most un- 
kindly, and yet I am afraid truly, she 
declared that by nature women are 
fair. ‘Their nature does not contain eren 
the first element of justice. ‘ Where 
would men go for sympathy if women were 


impartial?” Experience constantly must 
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‘eonvioce us that women were not intend- 
ed to govern. Justice is typified in art as 
& woman blindfolded, showing, as the 
Americans would say, that she cannot be 
trusted to ‘see straight.” Mr. Justice 
Darling, who followed, opined 
women arrive at conclusions by intuition 
not by evidence, and they would decide 
every case on the opening of the plain 
tif. He did not think tho subject 
was one which demanded immediate legis- 
lation. It seems to me it is one which 
could never be seriously entertained. 
A jury of women only might be possible, 
though T should say it would never bo 
desirable, but one doubts if a mixed jury 
sould ever be got together who would 
give an unanimous verdict.

Violets for Cancer. 
I suppose of all diseases cancer is 
ho most dreaded. I was roading in a 
paper a few days ago a recipé for the 
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cure of this most terrible complaint, 
which had been furnished to the “ West- 
minster Gazette” by a friend of Lady 
Margaret Marsham—sister of the Earl of 
Romney. When sixty-seven years old 
Lady Margaret was seized with a most 
terrible affection of the throat which the 
docters who attended her pronounced to 
be cancer. An operation was performed, 
but tho patient became worse and could 
only take nourishment through artificial 
means. A friend recommended her to 
try an infusion of violet leaves, simply to 
rolieve the acute pain, and she found 
such benefit from it that she continued 
tho treatment, and in a fortnight 
the cancer on’ the tonsil had entirely 
disappeared. The process seems so 
simpfe that it is at any rate worth re. 
cording. This is the recipe: Take a 
handful of fresh green violet leaves and 
pour about a pint of boiling water on 
them, cover, and let them stand for about 
twelve hours until the water is groen ; 
then strain off the liquid. Dip piece 
of lint into the infusion of which a 
sufficient quantity must be warmed ; put 
on the wet lint hot, wherever the malady 
is, cover the lint with oilskin or tain 
mackintosh, (flannel must be used instead 
of oilskin if thero is an open wound or 
in cold weather), change it when dry or 
cold, The infusion should be made 
fresh) on every alternate day. Whon the 
malady is internal the infusion may be 
drunk as well as used in compress form, 
but in that case it should be made fresh 
daily and a wineglassful trkon throe 
times a, day, increasing the quantity 
gradually until a pint a day is consumed. 
If preferred it may be taken diluted with 
water or in port wine.

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Mr. Balfour's New Tactics. 

From the point of view of the dis- 
interested and frivolous observer the fiscal 
questions has entered upon an exceeding- 
ly interesting and amusing phase: but 
there are many strong Unionists and 
fiscal reformers who view with consider.

What Will Be the Outcome? 

Nobody believes that Mr. Balfour can 
long continue this line of tactics, and 
there are all sorts of conjectures as to 
his reasons and his motives. It is, of 
course, possible that the Prime Minister's 
own explanation is the true one, 
and that he regards the fisoal question as 
outside the scope of the present Parlia- 
ment and intends to go on indefinitely 
ignoring it, That is, however, an ox- 
planation which few in their. hoarts 
accept. There is a wide belief that Mr, 
Chamberlain himself is strongly opposed

A Blow from Brighton. 


Does the Brighton Election bring us 
any newer to a dissolution? It seems 
almost impossible that the Government 
should lous s and yet Mr. Balfour 
has proved himself so skilfal in keeping 
his party together, and avoiding such a 
defeat as would compel him to resign o 
dissolve Parliament, that one cannot feel 
certain. His last reconstruction of the 
Ministry was so engineered as to avoit 
by-election except in what migl 
gardedas an absolutely safe seat. Of course, 
‘as Mr. Balfour was able to point out when 
he was bidgered in the House last night. 
Ministers have often failed to secure re- 
election after appointment and the Govern- 
ment has not on that ground resigned.

resent Solicitor-General for Scotland a 

yw weeks ago, though his was not a cé-e 
of re-election. But the circumstances of 
Mr. Loier’s case are extraordinary if not 
unique. He has represented Brighton for 
fifteou years with a majority always much 
above 2,000 ; and now, with—from a 
sonal point of view—all the chances in his 
favour, he is rejected by over 800. It is 
impossible to doubt thst Mr. Balfour's 
recent tactics have aroused a strong feel- 
ing against him throughout the country ;

The NewlExclusion Treaty. 

A Poking dispatch states that owing 
to the severity of the clauses of the n 
Chinese Exclusion Treaty drawn up by 
the U. 8. State Department H.E. Liang 
Chéng, K.C.M.G., Chinese Minister at 
Washington, bas protested against them 
and refused to sign the document. It is 
now stated that tho matter bas been 
transferred from Washington to Peking. 

LE. Sheng Kung-pao, 
Director-General of Southern Railways; 
who left here for Hankow last week, 
arrived at that port on the 29th ultimo, 
putting up at the Luhan Railway Head 
Office. Owing to the inclement weather 
at the time his Excellency did not cross 
the Yangtze to call upon Viceroy Chang 
Chib-tung in Wachang, until the Ist 
instant, Shéng Kung-pao also inspected 
the Hanyang Iron Works that day, and 
was expected to leave Hankow ‘for 
Pinghsiang, Ki., to-day to inspect his 
coal mines there. 

A Scare in the South. 

It appears from letters received from 
the South that there is quite panic 
among Chinese merchants owing to the 
near proximity of the Balticers, as a result 
of which the native import trade of 
Hainan island (Ki houfu) has almost 
become paralysed. There is also a report 
that the high provincial authorities think 
that the Russian fleet, confident that the 
Chinese will be too weak to oppose them, 
will probably take ion of San- 
mun Bay, which hes a good harbour 
and plenty of water. In obedience, 
however, to instructions from the 
Waiwupu the Viceroys and Governors of 
Kuangtung, Fukion, and Chékiang pro- 
vinees have ordered the military authori- 
ties along the seacoast to keep 8 good 
look out on the Balticers and to prevent 
them, if possible, from violating Chinese 
neutrality.

Revising the Tibetan Treaty.

(2) If no other Power inter- 
feres with Tibetan affairs Great Britain 
‘will not desire either to annex Tibet, or 
to supervise the government to that 
country (3) If any commercial port be 
established in Tibetan or the telegraph 
be extended to the Indian border, Great 
Britain demands equal advantages there- 
in. (4) The Tibetan treaty signed on the 
28th day of the 7th moon, 30th year of 
Kuang Heii (7th September, 1904) and 
‘the additions thereto made afterwards, 

iall be appended to these presents, (5) 
iis treaty shall be drawn up in English 
and Chinese and two copies of each made 
out. Should there be any difference

He said : The} 
dogtzine that what the good men do is 
oft interred with thom, while the evil they 
have done lives after them is happily one 
of,the utterances of tha great post that 
neéds much qualifying, if not contradic- 
tion. Ir would indeed be a melancholy 
-thing for the world if it were true. The 
good done by St. Paul is not buried yet, 
and Dr. Edkins bas left bebind him a 
work and a memory that cannot perish. 
The Doctor was so. good a man, such an 
honour to humanity and the Gospel itself, 
that I feel bound to presch about him.

thos. Edkins, a Congregational Minister 
at Naileworth in Gloucestershire. It is 
obvious, therefore, that the impression 
abroad that all minister's sons ate bad 


















to sensible treatment of himself. It was 
the simple temperance, without excesses 
of any kind,.that enabled. him to live 
under “four British sovereigns. Dr. 
Edkins was educated by his father, and 
later at Coward College, a Congregational 
Institution for the training of ministere 
in days when no noucomformist could go 
to the national aniversities without being 
false to his faith. What led him to give 
himself to missionary work I do not 
know. One thing is certain—anyone who 
gave himself to mission work in China in 
the forties was in earnest. It was not 
then the plain sailing that itis now. Dr. 
Edkins arrived here in 1848, travel- 
ling round the Cape, and taking seven 
month: the voyage. From the date 
when be joined the London Mission staff 
ho has been identified with China, first as 
a missionary until 1881, when he left tho 
fission owing to differences of opinion 
on methods of work and joined the 
staff of the Customs service. Still, 
even when he had left the Mission he 
preached whenever he could. Tho 
chapel in Shantung Road heard his voice 
every Sunday afternoon, while the Man- 
darin Union Church also re 
help.

Some men are 
studious, but dislike public work, and,- if 
preachers, are dull and dry and lifeless ; 
others are full of life and mean well, but 
are grossly iguorant. It isvery hard to 
say whether knowlodge without zeal or 
zeal without knowledge is the most useless 
and mischievous. Dr Edkins had both 
knowledge and zeal. He retained his en- 
thusiaam for study and preaching till the 
end. He was amaster of tongues:—Chinese 
in several dialects, Manchu, Mongolian, 
Tibetan, Sansorit, Hebrew, Greek, Latin, 
Persian, Japanose, and of course French 
and German. He was a copious writer. 
His book on Chinese Buddhism is speci- 
ally noteworthy. He wrote largely for 
the Asiatic Society ; in fact there were 
few subjects in which he was not inter- 
ested. Religions, the opium trade, 
ocean currents, . Chinese banking, 
the kinship of the langnages of the 
East and West all claimed his. attention, 
The Peace Society, Zionism, 

movements interested hi

the Doctor. Atall missionary meetings 
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hho was present ; nothing could 
interest in the work of Christianising 
Chinese.

Another Side of a Recent Case. 

We recently commented on a case in the 
Mixed Court in which a Cninese named 
Wong Fub-ling applied for the arrest of 
another Chinese named Cha Zer-ching on 
a charge of attempted extortion. In sup- 
port of the charge the plaintiff produced a 
letter, purporting to have been written by 
accused and said to contain a threat. Mr

‘There is, however, as might be ex- 
pected from one who has shown himself 
80 level-headed as Mr. Arnold, an ex- 
planation of his decision, and as we havo 
recorded the criticism we gladly record 
also his version of the ‘facts.

Never before have the fields that 
started in every race been so 
the riding 80 good, never ha 
such a wonderfully small number of false 
starts to tax our patiouce, And surely 
the minimum amount of complaints 
must have been reached, as there 
seemed to be a total absence of unpleas- 
ant discussions regarding the judge's 
decisions, which is partly attributed to 
the wise move made by the committee in 
loworing the lofty altitude of the judge's 
box. When I have mentioned the 
amiability. of the weather, and the 
unusually large number of beautiful 
gowns that were worn, I think I have 
enumerated the most potent features of 
what was undoubtedly a remarkably 
“successful meeting.

on the day in question accused cai 
board in & very quarrelsome condition. 
Witness sent him forward, but a few 
minutes later he returned and tried to go 
for the second mate. Witness called out 
to the latter, who fetched his revolver and 
Trove accused to the foo'sle. ‘The police 
signal was hoisted and the captaia 
came on board to find out what was 
the matter. Witness with the cxptain 
and the second mate went to the foc'sle, 
Accused was inside and rofused to come 
out, so the captain hit him. He then 
rusbed out and jumped overboard, but was 
picked up by the police boat and locked 
up on board. Prisoner had been very 
quarrelsome ever since be joined the ship 
at Honolulu. 

In reply to his Honour witness said that 
when accused approached the second mate 
he had a knife in his hand, 

‘The second matestated that when accused 
came on board he ordered him forward, as 
he was drunk. A few minates later pri- 
soner returned and said he would kill 
witness. The rest of witness's evidence 
was merely corroborative of the chief 
mate's. 

‘A. Johnson, an able'seaman, stated that 
he wont forward when prisoner came on 
board to see how a sick friend of his 
was. Accused said he was going to kill 
everyone on board, and eventually took 
‘a knife and went’ on deck, saying ho 
would kill someone. 

‘Accused said ho was a native of San 
Domingo. When the ship arri 
the captain him some money and 
told him he nt to see him 

in. The captain met him ashore a 
day or two Iater and told him to return 
to the ship. When he came on board 
the second mate hit him with a stick and 
asked him why he bad returned. He 
said the captain had told him to, and the 
mate then hit him again. Witness said ho - 
would seo the Consul about it.

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‘Agent at Canton the Consular Court at 
‘Shanghai issued an injanction restraining 
Edwards from withdrawing money held 
‘on deposit in hie name in the Chartered 
Bank, and to await action of the Con- 
sular Court at Canton. 

‘Mr. Lamme addressed the Courtat 
Iength, saying the judgment delivered 
by the Consular Court at Canton was of 
no validity, for the reason that it was 
conditional inasmuch as it was given for 
a certain sum of money, providing, 
however, that execution would not issue 
if certain investment certificates were 
paid when due. Even providing that the 
judgment was valid against the Ameri- 
can Commercial Company, it was not 
against his client. There is nothing on 
the record before the Court connecting 
Edwards with the American Commerc 
Company or evidence to show that the 
money in the Chartered Bank belonged 
or ever belonged to the Commercial 
Company. 

His Honour dolivered the following 
judgment—This is a hearing upon a 
motion or order restraining Edward 
yhdrawing funds held 

in the Char- 
uk of India, Australia and Chins. 
The object of the temporary injanction 
was to preserve the status quo until the 
judgment of the Consular Court at Cau: 
ton could be recoived. This Court it 
now in possession of the judgment, but ay 
it is conditional, inasmuch as execution 
does not iseue until thirty wooks from 
the date of purchase of an investmont 
tificate from the American Commer- 
cial Company, and futhormore as tho 
judgment is against the America Com- 
mercial Company, and notaga'nst Edwards 
personally, and as thero is no evidence 
hefore this Court to show that this money 
could be applicd to pay s judgment 
against the said Commercial Company, this 
Court does not feel justified in refusing » 
motion to dismiss.

Yoar, The assured brought the invoices 
and was accompanied by several creditors 
from whom he had bought goods, and the 
latter seomod very anxious that the ir- 
surance money should be paid, in order 
that they might obtain payment of their 
accounts. Witness’s compradore told 
him of Wong’s advertisement in the 
Sinwonpao” advising the insurance 
companies not to pay the rance 
money pending investigation. Witness 
then delayed the caso to await develop- 
monts. Later, Detective Bookless called, 
and asked witness to got the accused 
to the office so that the police cculd 
arrost him. Ku came to the ottice ou the 
20th of April and was arrested. 

By Inspector Lynch—Witness’s Com- 
pany received no application for insur- 
‘ance from Wong, the proprietor of the 
drug shop. Witnoss wished to express 
his thanks to Wong for the information 
ho had given which had led to the arrest 
of the prisoners. 

‘The prisoners wore then examined by 
the Court. 

‘Chu Ah-nyi admitted that he set fire 
to the drug shop, and said that he adher- 
ed to the sintement made by him at the 
previous hearing.

A Case Re-opened. 

Chu Zer-ching, a farmer, was again 
before the Court on a charge preferred 
by Wong Fub-ling, tailor, of attempting 
to extort the sum of $50 by meaus of 
throats. 

When the case was previously before 
the Court on tho 27th ult., the Magis- 
trate stated that the parties concerned 
lived outside tho Settlement li 
wore also concorned in a caso 
ty ; also that the letter said to. 
contain threats, roxlly contained nothing 
of a criminal nature. ‘The case was on 
that occasion left to the Magistrate, and 
he dispensed justice by awarding the 
complainant 500 blows. 

The complainant was now examined 
and said that on the 14th day of the 3rd 
ot! 
persons came to his house and demanded 
$50. Hosaid if that sum wore not paid 
the defendant would continue certain 
proceedings in the native city, accusing 
witness of being concorned in'a robbery. 
Witness knew of no grounds for such 
proceedings in the City and knew of no 
reason why $50 should be demanded of 
him. The defendant threatened to take 
him into the country and have him beaten. 
Witness could not recognise the letter 
he bad handed to the police, which had 
been previously read to him by 
who said it bore the defendant's sign: 
ture. Witness was invited to Sedoo, 
but was afraid to go, and promised to 
pay defendant $50 to avoid going there. 
Tao robbery referred to by the defen- 
ant was onein which Fub Ling, Chang 
Pao-shan, and others were concerned. 
These men tried to secure possession of a 
girl, and failing in this, plundered -the 
defendant’s house, taking $8, s fur 
jacket, otc. 

The he did not know 
the complainant and had never bad any 
dealings with him. - He knew nothing 
abont the letter; he could neither read 
nor write. He had never asked the 
complainant for money. 

Asked to relate his version of the 
affair, the defendant said he bad an

witness anything for two years. In the 
7th moon of last year the witnoss’s 
daughter was betrothed to one Tse, and 
the marriage was fixed for the 16th day 
of the 2nd moon of this year. On the 13th 
day of the 2nd moon, Chang Pao-shan and 
twenty or thirty others went and 
demanded the girl. She was away at her 
uncle's house, but the gang went through 
the house and stole $8 and a quantity of 
clothing. There was. a_ petition filed in 
the native city for the recovery of the 
girl, but aftor a few days the petition 
was dismissed by tho Magistrate. A 
further petition was filed, but was re- 
jected, on the ground that the marriage 
cards were false. Wong Fub-ling then 
went to the police station and lodged- 
his complaint. Witness knew nothing 
whatever about the alleged extortion 
until he was arrested. :

Everyone knows that the old 
highways of Chics, both on land and 
by water, are numerous, important, 
and neglected. In the rivers there 
are -often rapids, like those in the 
Upper Yangtze, altogether beyond 
Chinese skill to remedy. In many 
other cases Orient»l apathy contents 
itself with the aphorism that “ water 
should be allowed to take its course,” 
and seldom interferes. In the Y« 
low River, however, there is a periodi- 
cal pretence of protection for the 
per ple, not because this stream is a

way, but because its inundations 
threaten the land tax from scores of 
counties. If its vagaries were radi- 
cally cured by scientific «ngineering, 
hundreds of Chinese officials would 
annually bo the poorer by scores 
of thousands of taels. The Grand 
Canal is by far the most important 
of China’s artificial waterways, ex- 
tending from Hangehow, the south- 
ern capital of Kublai Khan, to Cam- 
balu, his northern one or rather to a 
city in Westera Shantung, where 
entrance is made to a small but 
important river debouching into the 
“Sea River” at Tientsio. The exca- 
vation of this channel, while a most 
audacious undertaking for those 
“middle ages” when nothing of the 
kind existed in Europe, was a com- 
paratively simple matter toa mon- 
arch who had the idea once formed 
and the labour to accomplish it.- Its 
purpose’ was to provide an inland 
‘through route for the delivery of the 
tribute grain from Central China to 
Peking, at a time when sea voyages 
were difficult and uncertain. 
vantage was taken of naturally lacus- 
trine districts, the resultant commer- 
cial benefit to several provinces being 
immediate and permanent. Increas- 
ing use of steam navigation long ago 
abolished the usefulness of this great 
ine for its original purposes, but it 
was only three years ago that the 
last traces of this strange amalgam 








of rice transport combined with 
unlimited licensed smuggling was 
definitely suspended. As a result 
aariy lucrative posts have been abol- 
ished,and a considerable stretch of the 





Canal (between the Yellow and the 
Wei Rivers) has fallen into complete 
disrepair and become useless. There 
are natural difficulties to be over- 
come from vagaries of the Yellow 
River, the gradual silting up of 
the Canal, and the occasional transit 
of mountain streams across its course, 
with which Chinese engineering 
does not know how to deal,- With 
indomitable Chinese patience, the 
crews of whole fleets of craft simply 
await the slow accumulation of 
water to float them in a “lock” a 
mile long between the gates, or else 
take a devious course through broad 
lakes where winds and waves may 
make travel difficult or impossible. For 
the remedy of all this waste:there 
are three requisites—enterprise, 
moderately honest officials, and funds. 
All three are lacking, and now that 
ix is no longer a question of tax 
transport, the Government takes no 
further interest in the matter. It is 
not otherwise with those land routes 
in distant parts of the Empire, some 
of which have been recently de- 
scribed in detail in these columns. 
Long trains of pack-animals, coolies, 
and travellers thread these difficult, 
toilsome, and not — infrequently 
dangerous, trails, But let a landslide 
or an exceptional freshet supervene, 
and the poor wayfarer will proba- 
bly have to wrestle with fate un- 
aided. Whose business is it where 
he goes; or when, or how? Some im- 
portant mountain passes like that 
leading from Central Chihli to the 
capital of Shansi, or the one from 
Peking to Kalgan, are indeed some-! 
times improved, the former largely 
(or perhaps altogether) by private) 
benevo'ence, a too infrequent instance | 
of practical public spirit. It is the 
great so-called “Imperial roads” 
(ya lu), such as that from Peking to 

ntral China through Paotingfu, 
or that from Peking to Nanking 
through Chihli, Shantung, and An- 
hui, that show the most utter 
neglect. Broad roads once lined 
with great trees have been worn 
down much below the surface of the 
adjacent land which thus drains into 
them, making them for months 
together shallow canals but im- 
| passable alike for boat or cart. During 
this period travel is suspended as in 
apolar night. When it timidly and 
with difficulty recommences, it is 
forced to make détours into scarcely 








less impossible country by-roads. 
After some months the wind and 
the sun—tbe only road contractors 
in China—bave done what they can, 
the carts once more grind the dried 
mud into clouds of friable dust with 
which the air is filled, and business 
again looks up and content reigns. 
Iv is only the meddlesome foreigner 
who wants to know why “the 
Governor” does not order “the 
District Magistrates” to mend these 
roads. But what if he should “call 
spirits from the vasty deep,” would 
they come ? Alas ! no, the D.-M. would 
wait six months, and then report 
that he could find no precedent for 
such action; that to elevate the 
road would take thousinds of men 
hundreds of days, and would require 
tens of thousands of taels of silver. 
Where too is the earth to come from ? 
Where is the rond to drain to, since 
it is already a natural gutter? The 
people of his district’ are poor and 
ignorant. But they are also stupid 
and obstinate. They are already 
heavily weighted down by “foreign 
indemnity” (artfully expanded three- 
fold by local manipulation); to com- 
pel them to wrestle with an inter- 
provincial highway, would surely 
cause trouble. It is an “Imperial 
highway,” and nothing to them. 
Its condition is just. as bad in the 
district on the north, and much 
worse in that to the south. ‘he 
progressive Governor may reply to 
the arguments, but he cainot 
create enterprise, honest subordi- 
nates, much less funds, and so the 
matter drops where it began. And 


‘there, for aught that we can see, it 


must lie indefinitely. For the ia- 
evitable railway tends, we fear, to 
postpone highway amendment into 
the remote future.

‘The overthrow of many of the bar:

‘and ourselves. From their side, “ foreign 
demons” are found to be human aftor 
all, spite of our rush-about way: 
jackets, or (to their eyes) tightly-bouud 
waists, They may still regard us as mas- 
though in many cases 
” as hot-tompored million- 
aires—as regards copper cash—whoso 
acquaintance it is on the whole desirable 
to cultivate, while many who spoak thei 
language have come to bo regarded as 
Js. In short, any aspori- 
ties of disposition which we may possess 
have ceased to hide the man or woman in 
the foreigner from native eyes. From 
our side, books upon the Chinese havo 
multiplied by the score. Many deal with 
sum-total of distiuctive features 
h mark offthe Chinese race as a class 
by itself. Some attempt to portray the 
commou human nature beneath the bluo 
gown. The day is passed when the Chinese 
were regarded as a heterogeneous com- 
pound of contradictions aud comicali 
And it is getting to be known that 
Chinese ate avything but stolid, except 
outwardly, on occasion, as a matter of 
education ; that behind the somewhat 
impassive face there may lurk a very sen- 
sitive if secretive heart. 

Ono item, however, required to make a 
man fully human in our eyes, may still 
seem tobe lacking. There seems to bo 
0 falling in love among the Chineso. If 
Carlyle once remarked that “ Neither 
woman or man, nor any kind of creature 
in the universe, was born for the exclu- 
sive, or even the chief, purpose of 
falling in love or being fallen in 
love with,” the Chinese system makes 
no provision for any falling in love 
whatever. In the land of absolute author- 
ity politioally there seems to be absolute 
parental authority af resatda matoh-mik- 
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ing. ‘The family is still the acknowledged 
unit; the individusl does not count, at 
any rate the junior individual. A be- 
trothal is fixed between children (of'ex 
mere children) whose families it is deemed 
desirable to unite. One or other of the 
betrothed couple may become blind or 
deuf or disfigured, but there is no retreat. 
‘The betrothal bond is more binding than 
that of marriage. A man may divorce or 
even sell his wife. He cannot disannyl 
a botrothal, in which he had no say what- 
ever. 


‘The relations of bride and bridegroom. 
man and wife, are supposed to be included 
in that all-sufficient word “ propriety,”—» 
propriety of accepted mastery and graceful 
submission, tempered witl! mutual esteem. 
The ideal is for husband and wife to be- 
come “ one hody” (according to the 
each forming the complement of the other 
(Sb; ); bat thoie ono business is to cou- 
tinue the ancestral for to be sonless 
is to be markedly u (Mencius). As 
a mutter-of-fact, while many Western be 
trothuls of bliss may end in @ married life 
of blister, in China, where rates of expect- 
ancy aro altogether on a lower scale ae 
regards any hoped-for elysium, the propor- 
tion of happy marriages may be fairly high. 
after the initial adjustment nas taken place. 
Many who begin with submission to fate, 
resolve to make the best of it. Both 
bridegroom and bride are in the same 
case, which fact itself may form a nucleus 
for ‘mutual sympathy, sympathy that 
may ond in actual lov 

But when all has been said, the philo- 
sophie plan of Chinese betrothals leaves 
one important factor out of its reckoning — 
the human heart, in its teens and twenties. 
And all history, though chiefly concerning 
rolers and emperors, is the history of a 
revolt from the narrow schemo of cut-and 
dried propriety. ‘The pivots of Chinose 
history have often beon @ passion for some 
beautiful gitl, or the power which that girl 
assumed over her lord and lover. Heuce 
palace intrigues and the crash of States. A 
common literary term for a woman of 
exceeding beauty, and a complimentary 
one, “‘realm-raining.” And in 
tho ordinary classes of Chinese humanity 
there may be a corresponding breaking o! 
bounds. The tender passion may becom: 
the dominant passion. The strict espionage 
of village life, where the family is the 
prominent fact, and where everything be- 
comes known to everybody, may check 
this tendency. But in towns and cities 
where the really beautiful damsels are to 
‘be found, perhaps kidoapped or sold to a 
life which is outside the bounds of all 
domestic regul and where youog 
men may have both money and liberty 
allowed them, there may be a genuin 
falling in love, accompanied with all the 
chromatics of ' overpowering attachment. 
"This may sometimes end in a proper 
marriage, often in the introduction of « 
second wife.into the house to complicate 
home relations, but may oftener remai 
as. hopeless passion, and not infrequent! 
ond insalcldes Its into such a mer bape 
whole that the fine edition of “ Cantonese 
Love Songs.” just issued from the Oxford 
Clarendon Press introduces us, 

‘Tho Chinese text with glossary will be 
atvaluable aid to beginners in Cantonese, 
and may be commended to students of any 
‘Enst Province dialect, or even of Mandarin. 
‘With comparatively few localisns, which 
may soon be scquired by students in any 

of China, there is a family likeness 
to some of the better-class ballads sold 
throughout the Empire, or found within 
the pages'of certain novels. And to those 
‘who live in the colony in which this collec- 
tion was translated, or in Settlement and 
‘Frosty Port, the translation will repay 
a reading, and the masterly introduc- 
tion and 3 copious notes a careful study 
Nothing in the two volumes need offend 
fhe most sensitive-minded, There are 































































glimpses of the pathos and tragedy of 
the life of the demi-monde, and much to 
call forth an eulightened sympathy for 
those who have had no more voice in 
tho matter than their more sedate sisters 
have had in their constrained betrothals. 
Thore is a laying bare of many tender 
sentiments of the common human heart 
which links East and West together, and 
not 2 little moral teaching and. philoso- 
phising, especially as the songs were 
collected by (surely not all “composed 
by”) a Cantonese gentleman who was 
sometime District Magistrate of Ch‘ing- 
chou in Shantung (1821-1851), 

‘A Chinese mandarin making a collec- 
tion of local love-songs, in a land where 
all pre-nuptial love is ignored, may seem 
an anomaly. But the most celebrated 
ndarin and philosopher of yore, the 
jacred Sago” himself, actually did the 
like with the songs still curront in his 
day. It was Confucius himself who 
handed down to us the classical Book of 
Odes, where the subjects are mostly 
national, but whore a fair proportion are 
“abandoned but not illicit” love-songs. 
If such things lad no place in the Con- 
fucian system as such—which was a 
system of morals for the personal life 
applied to the government and regula- 
tion of the realm—Confucius himself had 
‘an eye for these wild flowers beyond the 
nippit and clippit hedges and formal 
parterres of the garden of orthodox 
regulations. 

While China cannot bo said to be at 
all roady for the Westera freedom of 
love-making, any moro that sho is ready 
for the Western system of franchise 
politically, it is to be regretted that thero 
i ion in the Chinese system 
mnt feclings of young hoarts, 
which might find scope in ways that we 
rogard as normal. To relegate any 
natural passion to the region of thiugs 
illicit may do much toward making it 
actually illicit, But one of the sigus of 
the times is the dawn of a day when the 
youths and maidens of Christian ,com- 
munities ‘are beginning to express them- 
selves, with parontal sanction, on the lines 
of the “old, old story.” Those who have 
spent years in the midst of the boys 
girls of China can testify to their eapcit 
for passion, pure enough at the fountain- 
head, which may even have found vent. 
in letters to Western folk whom they have 
learned to love, and which surely, ax 
Chiness life ex; ities, will Bnd 
an adequate and by, even to 
posing ighor-toned, and 
leas Werthe-ian love-sgngs than 
those which make up the bulk of the col- 
lection before us.

The 
mountains, dales, trees, and flowers looked 
newborn and as if enjoying the first 
morning of their existence ; the splendid 
boys and girls of Japan were trotting 
to school—the rising generation of a 
noble raco—full of life and spirits, and 
with # pleasant “ohio” to the stranger. 
Taking train at Kodau at eight in the 
morning, I arrived in Kioto at eleven 
o'clock in the night; having 
travelled through s beautiful, country 
from Mount Fuji to Lake Biwa, without 
one moment's enti or one minute of 
regret, As for the commisariat depart- 
ment, I: had my sandwiches and salad 
from Fujiya’s hotel, and at every station 
thore were for: sale the little boxes of 
delioigas fried els on foundations of 
boiled: rice; fruits of all kinds, beer 
and-hot honourable tea, There are 
on this route énormous tunnels under 
high’ mountains, and long bridges over 
roaring rivers, tho beautiful sea, dotted 
with islands and’ flotillas of fishing boats, 
is on your left right up to Moaisaka, 
where tha rail is Iaid on the very edge 
of the Pacific Ocean, and where th 























big broakers come rolling. in at their 
measured intervals. At Susukowa you 
have Fuji at ite finest ; from ‘the 


very base to the crater, the splendid 
mountain is. lying before you, now 
clad in, virgin snow. The slopes aro 
mont fruitful; cultivated as high up as 
nature permits, with orebands, rice, buck- 
wheat, beans, and vegetables of all kinds, 
they look enchanting 98 seen from the 
swiftly moving train, ‘The great mountain 
isos over 12,000 feet.

So now, armed with these documents, 
I shall soe with all my eyes the beauties 
they contain, and will write to you my 
humble description thereof. “ 

After a dey’s test and getting my pro- 

per bearing in-this city of charms, I 
Riarted folth bos fine soushiny- morning 
in October, aud humbly presented my 
credentials at the Gosho, the Mikado’s| 
At the gate~of the August 
Kitchen a group of polic ‘stood to 
attention and gave the military salute, 
when a venerable guardian of the Imperial 
domains, dressed in complete and perfect 
hakams, approached, and with a deep 
bow asked our honourable pleasure. 
With fear and-ttembling I presented my 
‘document, which being found en régle, I 
was ushered into @ writing room, furnish- 
ed in the foreign style, with carpet, chairs, 
tables, otc.. where I wrote my name, title, 
profession, country, and residence. Then 
soft felt coverings were put over my shoes, 
my overcoat, hat, stick, gloves, deposited 
on ‘orthodox hooks aod shelves, and we 
































started on our pilgrimage. A great many 
buildings were situated within the walls, 
divided by sanded walks and charming 
parks; the outire area covering miles of 
ground. We first enter upon some 
lofty rooms, where in olden times 
the Mikado used to live his daily 
lite rhare are uo tatam. on, the floors, 
an tings, doo: ie hrone-chair, 
tnd the fittings are ‘distin dly Chinese,

The 
suita of rooms culled the Tsune Goten are 
now never showa. They contain twelve 
roomsformingtheEmperor’s and Empress’ 
private apartmenta, with those of their en- 
tourags. The Imperial bedchamber 
the ceatre and is placed in such a way (as is 
the chambor of the presently inhabited 
palace in Tokio) that nobody ean approach 
it without first entering the surrounding 
rooms, where guirds are in constant t- 

. ‘The ladies of the palace aud 
servants are also located here, 
in splendid seclusion. The Mikado actually 
ocoupied these rooms a few yoars ago, 
while resting in this city, which he much 
loves, I put the patience of the guardian 
toa sovere test with my repeated demands 
for admittanes to these rooms, until with 
& sbrog of compassion, he informed me, 
that without special permission from Tokio 
he hed n6:powers to lay them open for 
my inspection. 

‘The outire aspect of the Gusho'is grand 
and imposing. Everywhere one meets the 
Imperial sixteon-petalied chysxnthemums 
blazing forth that this is the abode and pro- 

ry of the ruler of Japan. Simplicity also 
in ita grandest form, is observable. It seems 
to have been the guiding principle of these 
monarchs to their people that the 
pleasures of life are to be restricted by the 
cares of State, unrestricted grandeur by 
refined stady, voluptuous easo by sturdy 
endurance, and untold riches by thrift and 
labour. ‘The cha no yu ceremony was 
erected within these walls, by scores of 
succeeding Emperors, in allits most wsthetic 
rites and its most despotic rules, alternat- 
ing with deeds of valour and patriotism of 
which history can show no equal. As it 
was in spirit five hundred years ago, #0 is 
Japan to dey. Unaltered, ‘except in out- 
ward appearance; loyal, brave, patient, 
ever watchful; and so it will endure until 
the end of time. 

‘From the master’s house we went to 
that of the servants, Nijo Castle (Nijo no 
Bikye); from the stera simplicity of the: 
Tmiperial palace, to the blazing gold of the! 













































Castle. Tue Tokogawa family kaa 
in Nikko, held its sway for many 
centuries, starting with the famous Iyeyasu, 
who rebuilt the castle from its former 
ruins. Here he came to pay homsge to 
the Mikado, his mastor—his slave. ‘The 
majordomo of the ‘and the master 
of Japan, such was u. You see now 
only the Second keep, the chief keep having . 
een burnt avd struck by lightning long 
years ago; what must that have been, to 
judge by the »plendour of the remaining 
building? Brom the gato of extrance 10 
the very end of the last apartment, there 
is mepnificent display of gold, gold, gold 
everyw vere ; on ‘the eoffered ‘ceilings, on 
the onken beams, on the walls of the 
spacious rooms, on the Tokogawa crest, 
in the screens, among the earvings, in 
the chased door fastenings, on ‘the 
doors, screens, and paintings, there it 
shines, sometimes dull, in sepia, here 
, in graceful curves, hiding ' bolts 
ani nails of baser metal, sparkling in 
carved allejories, on bicds, lowers, tigers, 
and dragons. "To understand the ap- 
pearance of all these lofty halls and chai 
bers, one must remember that there 
absolutely! no farni 
tatami with silken ot pl 
twweels, corded, on the slidivg-screons, 
aleoves, framed in polished oak, with , 
priceless kakemonos. A vista of space 
and gold! ‘The Aoi, three-lewet Toku- 
awa crest, is now makiog room for the 
chrysanthemum. The toko in

received his vassals, is the dais or raised 
flor, 18 feet long, cousisting of a single 
piece of Japanese onk, polished like » 
mirror, Here ho used to sit and yrant 
denth or hare-kiri, ‘The rammi (transom) 
is the work of Hidari Tingoro. 
isthe “ Fourth Palace,” the most 
inagoificent of all. On the raised platform 
the wood is coveret with black lacquer 
shining with age. The walls aro painted 
with birds, flowers, snow-clid pines, & 
crane in a storm, and a’sturdy ivy entwin-, 
ing s decayed tree. Next we como to 
the private dwelling where things look 
plaiser, but are even more costly. 
paintings in the “White Hall” are by 
‘ano Sadanoba, the famous landscape 
painter. ‘There are here four ruoms gilded 
from roof to floor, one of them containing 















a masterpiece of art. A flight of si 
leads to a charming garden with plun-trees . 
cherry-trees, pil maples, and green 
lawns, wi ine cascades and’ 
clusters of flowers around tiny tea houses. 
Such is the castle of Iyeyasu erected in 
1603, held by his line in direct descent 
until surrendered tothe present Mikado in 
1867, by the last Tokugawa Shogun, Yo- 
shinobu (Keiki), who is still living in Tokio, 

In the village of Shugakuin, ‘at the foot 
of the sacrad Hiyei mountain, is situated 
the Imperial summor-honse. It took 
mo just an hour and a-half in the festive 
ricsha to reach this loveliest of all 
palaces, where the present Mikado's grand- 
father dwelled in peace, and where he 
planted the trees now sheltering his 
kindred. On threo “elévations, called 
Lower, Middle and Upper Ochaya— 
Honourable Tea-houses—are the three 
cottages, each surrounded by its own 
beautiful garden. They are connected 
by fine, sanded avenues, planted with 
dwarfed pines a hundred years old and 
six foot high. This is the place of all 
places in Kioto to visit. It is not acces- 
sible to the general public and requires 
‘8 permit from the Imperial Household ~ 
Department in Tokio to gaiti admission, 
but the trouble of getting permission 
will be repaid.a ‘times by its 
manifold charms. 

From the upper Ochaya the view over 
Kioto, the river, mountains, and valleys’ is 
enchanting. A small cottage, reached 
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“acrosmuniamoientistone-bridge, is: situat- 
ed on:thoihighest elevation. From there 
the Mikados,Jooked down upon their 
city, sitting in tranquil enjoyment on the 
raised tatami. Overhung by superb 
maples, oaks, pines. and wisterias, there 
lisa magnificent lake, swarming with 
fish. r snowy awn- 
i ‘on cushions, are await- 
ing tho Imperial visitors for a cruise 
around its bays and through its chariaing 
little fjords, Large laws, smooth as 
velvet, clumps of camellias, lilies in run- 
ing streams, acres of ferns, bridges with 
marble seats, labyrinths, long walks for 
aramble with a sweetheart, cunningly 
planned in screened woodpaths, these, 
and many others make this the most 
‘beantiful place on earth. It was designed 
by a court lady, the favorite of Kokaka 
Tennd, the ‘grandfather of the present 
Mikado, who assisted her in sll her 








designs, 

With Jove, and surrounded with these 
charms, toying daring the warm day 
under the trees or on the shining lake ; 
at nigtit under tho oon, idling, 
beyond thomeasurementof time, mooning, 
all in all to one another, with sighs of 
pleasure in the contemplation of the

The “curios” bad 
heen removed to the adjoining temp'e, 
where we duly inspected the statue of 
Yoshimitea, Shogun of the Ashikags 
family. who abdicated, became monk, and 

his days in retirement and’ tes- 
ing; the imaves of Amite, Kwannon, 
and Svishi; works and manuscripts by Kolo 
Daisbi; famous  painti thy Grape, 
Pine, and Banana Rooms; the large 
pinetreo trained in the shape of a Japanese 
juuk, and many other relics uf bygone 
times.

From the ruins of Kinkakuji,now 
rising, like the phoonix onits roof, from its 
former ashes, we descended upon the 
great Shinto temple, Kitano Tenjin. 
There are worshipped ‘with burving 
enthusiasm the spirits of Sagawara-no- 
ichizane, deified uader the name Ten- 
jiu,.the most famous of Japanose posts 
‘and historical writers. Having been 
raised to the highest rank by the Mikado, 
he drew upon himself the fear and hatred 
of the mighty Fojiwars family, who had 
him banished to the island of Kyusho, 
where he died. On departing he wrote 
‘& poem on his beloved plum-tree, which 
is now quoted by every acholar in Japan. 
‘Translated, it rosds thus : 

“When the east wind arises; sond 
forth your sweet fragance, O blossoms of 
the plum: do-not forget the spring-time 
because you are without a master.” 

It ie said, and believed must faithfully, 
that this plun tree fullowed him through 
the air and took root at his place uf exile, 
where he died in 913 A. D, He was the 
Inj Boccaccio.
